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Recognition of Belligerency Will 
Be Made by Congress. 


THE SENATE RESOLUTIONS. 


President Cleveland Requested to Aid 
in Inducing Spain to Grant the 
Island’s Independence. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—A special 
meeting of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations was held to-day for the pur- 
pose of considering the form in which the 
Cuban question should be finally disposed 
of. After a very thorough discussion, it was 
decided to adhere to the committee’s reso- 
lution for the recognition of belligerency [ 
and to amend it by adding Senator Camer- 
on’s substitute, requesting the President to 
exercise his friendly offices with Spain to 
secure the independence of Cuba. 

The House resolutions were discussed upon 
’ the suggestion that it would be advisable 
to accept them as a substitute for the Sen- 
ate declaration, but the plan was discarded 
as inadvisable. The committee also decided 
to adhere to the present form of the resolu- 
tion, leaving it concurrent instead of mak- 
ing it joint. It was arranged that Senator 
Cameron should offer ‘hig resolution as an 
amendment and that it should be accepted 
by Senator Sherman on behalf of the com- 
mittee. 


The concttrrent resolution which Senator 


Morgan of Alabeima introduced last week 
provides for the recognition by Congress 
of the Cuban insurgents as belligerents. 
The substitute offered by Senator Cameron 
of Pennsylvania is a joint resolution re- 
questing e President to interpose his 
friendly offices with the Spanish Govern- 
ment for the recognition of Cuban inde- 
pendence. 

The resolution 
Chandler of New Hampshire is to the effect 
that, in the judgment of Congress, the Cu- 
bans have just cause for revolution, and 
that Congress is desirous of Cuban suc- 
cess. The substitute for the Morgan reso- 
lution offered by Senator White of Califor- 
nia expresses an ardent hope that the ex- 
ecutive may be warranted by facts to ac- 
knowledge the belligerent rights’ of the 
Cubans, and that the good offices of the 
American government may be prudently 
and peacefully employed to the end that 
Cuba shall establish a government of her 
own choice. ‘ 

Shortly after the Senate session opened 
Representative Hitt, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, joined 
Mr. Sherman, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreifmn Relations, in a whispered 
conference at Mr. Sherman’s desk. The 
Ohio Senator vimnounced that the Cuban 
question would be taken up without wait- 
ing for the usual expiration of the morning 
hour at 2 o’clock. 


Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Nebraska asked to 
withdraw the resolutions for the appoint- 
ment of Mr¢ Lloyd as a Senate official. This 
brought on another discussion as to adding 
a Populist official to the rolls. Mr. Allen 
finally withdrew the resolution. 

Mr. Sherman then moved that the Cuban 
resolutions be taken up and this prevailed 
without objection. Chairman Hitt remained 
alongside Mr. Sherman as the debate pro- 
ceeded. mn Von Kettler of the German 
Embassy océupied a seat in the diplomatic 
gallery. :

The verdict was reached af- 
ter eight hours’ deliberation. Counsel for 
the prisoners gave notice that he would 
make application for a new trial, and the 
convict men were taken to prison, 
where they will remain until brought up for 
sentence. .

BXCISE IN NRW TORK 


The Raines Bill Is Sure to Pass the 
State Senate. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 28.—In a Senate Re 
publican cducts it was shown that the 
Raines excise bill was sure of thirty-two 


votes in the Senate, which insures its pass- 
age by thas body. 

The principal features of the measure are: 

Abolition of all local excise boards on 
April 30, 1896; termination of all excise li- 
censes June 3 next. 

Creation of a State Excise Commissioner 
at a salary of $5,000, deputy at $4,000, three 
special inspectors at $4,000, $3,000 and $2,000; 
sixty inspectors at large at $1,200 and ex- 
penses for ajl; a bureau at Albany with cler- 
ical help. | 

First-class license for saloons, clubs and 
hotels, at $800 in New York, $650 in Brooklyn, 
$500 in Buffalo and second-class cities, and 
graded according to population in others. 

Gives one-third of the net revenues col- 
lected to the State, and two-thirds to the 
counties. 

Allows County Treasurers except in coun- 
ties containing cities of the first-class, fees 
ranging from 1 per cent to 3 per cent, the lat- 
ter in coun*yry districts. 

Prohibits all-night licenses and the sale of 
liquor on Sunday, except in hotels with 
meéais. This prohibition extends to clubs. 

Fine for violation of law is fixed at not 
less than twice the amount of license. 

Allows local option in towns only and not 
in cities, compels posting of liquor license in 
windows of saloons, prohibits saloons with- 
in 200 feet of a church or school, allows 
courts to review applications for license, also 
petitions for revocation of license.

FREE SILVER DEMANDED. 


A Solid Delegation Should Be Sent to 
Chicago and a 16 te 1 Man ) 
Nominated. 


Col. J. K. Rickey of St. Louis is an ardent 
free silver man, and unlike many who are 
of like mind, he is able to give convincing 
reasons for the faith that is in him. To 
a Post-Dispatch reporter who yesterday 
found him in a mood to talk politics, he 
said: 

‘In spite of all attempts to divert and 
change the issue, the money question will 


.be the chief question before the coming 


State Convention. There.is no other sub- 
ject the people have to deal with that com- 
pares with it in importance. It is more 
pressing and vital than tariff or centraliza- 
tion, for the reason that an excessive and 
unjust tariff has already been adjudged by 
the people, and so has centraligation. That 
such a tariff will not be tolerated at all 
was shown by the election of Mr. Cleveland 


in 1892, when that was made virtually the 
sole issue. Centralization of power, on the 
other hand, was repudiated when the Force 
bill was defeated, and no party would ever 
have the brazen-faced effrontery to appeal 
to the country on that issue. Hence I say 
that the money question is not only of 
more importance than any other question at 
present, but is virtually the one and only 
question to be decided. The nation has 
come to understand that its happiness, lib- 
erty and everything that pertains to its 
welfare depends upon the proper solution 
of this question,”’ 
“What is your plan for the solution of the 
financial issue?’ 
“The free and unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, is the simple 
and only possible method of bringing order | 
out of the arenes chaos.”’ 

“Why will the free and unlimited coinage 
= gold and silver solve the present ques- 
on ?’’ 
“For the reason that. gold alone does not 
exist in sufficient quantity to redeem the 
present token money, but gold and silver 
taken together would be ample to accom- 
plish this end. Therefore the necessity for 
giving silver the same standing under the 
law that 7 now has. Our token mone 
consists of greenbacks, Treasury notes, sil- 
ver ceftificates and National bank notes, 
and all these at prea: are redeemable in 
gold alone. Gold, therefore, is unable to 
meet the demands upon it. This is illus- 
trated in a very forcible way by the effort 
of our Government to maintain a gold re- 
serve of $100,000,000 in the United States 
Treasury. In the last two years of Cleve- 
land’s administration it has cost the tax- 
ayers of this country $262,000,00) of bonded 
ndebtedness, which will amount, by the 
time of the maturity of the bonds, to 
,000, Should this policy be continued 
four years longer the National debt will 
be greater than it was when the war of the 
rebellion closed; and this, too, in a time of 
peace, and during the enjoyment of the 
most bountiful harvests our country has 
ever produced. But the greatest evil of the 
single gold standard is, that by it the money. 
of ultimate redemption is so ‘lfmited by 
law and nature that enough of it cannot 
be found in the world to perform the func. 
tions of money. According to the last re- 
ort of the Director of the United States 
int, there are only $3,500.000,000 of gold in 
the world. As England, France, Germany 
Italy, Austria and the United States are 
on an exclusive gold basis, and each coun- 
try fighting to obtain this little moiety of 
metal, which melted down would only 
make, a twenty-four-foot cube, the result 
is that gold is constantly advancing and 
will continue to advance as long as the 
present financial policy prevails. As gold 
advances, labor and products of labor and 
all property decline.

If the nations of the world 
should demonetize gold it would not be 
worth as much as copper, or I might say 
even cast iron. You cannot take a piece of 
gold and make a chisel, a saw or any in- 
strument essential to humanity. You can 
not, therefore, sustain its value without law. 
It was the withdrawal of the support of the 
law_from silver that caused its depreciation. 
And@ the law can and will restore it to the 
position occupied before the secret demone- 
tization act of 1573 was passed. Suppose 
Congress should pass a law limiting the 
PYanufacture of plows, so that only enough 
could be manufac'ured to cultivate half the 
land in the country. Would nat the people 
be thereby compelled to pay any price the 
holder of the plow might ask, or let their 
land lie idle? A Congress that would enact 
such a law would not live long enough for 
the ink in which its bill was written to dry. 
Mow much greater calamity it is for Con- 
gress to enact such monetary laws as tie 
the hands of the people, put an embargo up- 
on all commerce and paralyze industry.

STREET RAILWAY STRIKE. 


One of Large Proportions Threatened 
by Amalgamated Employes. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 28.—President 
Mahon of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway Employes of America says 
a general strike is threatened in New York, 
Chicago, Boston, Worcester, Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Philadelphia and other cities unless 
a ten-hour day at 20 cents an hour is con- 
ceded. The fight will be begun immediately 
in this city, where the men claim they have 
been tricked. This decison was reached at 
a recent meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee at the headquarters of the organiza- 
tion at Detroit. 

President Mahon says: “Our association 
m be recognized. Thisis final. I cannot 
say when a strike will occur; it may occur 
in a week, and it may not occur for three 
weeks, or even longer; but if our rights 
are not recognized it eertainly’ will occur. 
Our meeting did not decide to refer any- 
thing to arbitration. In New York the men 
are working elve hours a day, in Chi- 
cago eleven, in Boston, in Worcester and in 
Milwaukee nine, in Detrot nine and a half, 
and in Toledo nine. As @ general thing we 
will demand a minimum rate of 20 cents an 
hour, although in Boston an increase will 
be asked from 20 cents to 22% cents, and in 
Milwaukee the men want .21 cents an hour 
instead of 19 cents. In Chicago they are get- 
ting 19 cents and want 22 cents, and in New 
York they will ask for 20 cents instead of 
17 cents. Detroit is now paying 21 cents, 
and Toledo and Worcester are paying ‘20 
cents an hour.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 28.—Officials 
of the™Union Traction Go., which controls 
all the street railway lines‘in this city, with 
one exception, say to-day that they know 
nothing of the contemplated strike of the 
company’s motormen and conductors. Pres- 
ident Mahon of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employes could not 
be seen to-day. 

The Traction officials say no fresh demand 
has been made for a revision of the present 
schedule and that as far as they know the 
employes are satisfied. 


NEW YORK, Feb.. 2—A representative 
of the Metropolitan Traction Co. and the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Co. said to-day 
that as far as the companies knew there 
were no indications of a strike, There was 
every reason to believe that the employes 
were satisfied. Only recently they were vol- 
untarily given an increase in pay.

He is. the best man I ever worked for. Gov. 
Stone and Col. Stephens respect my 
opinions because they think I am sincere. 
Neither of these distinguished gentlemen 
has ever said anrthing to me on the money 
question except in a joking way, and I have 
tried to retort in kind, Neither of them is 
proscriptive, all they want to khow is*that 
a maf is sincere; cach despises demagogue- 
ry, insincerity and sycophancy. 

“Col, Stephens is honest, bold and sincere. 
He ts without pv licy in taking sides on 
public ‘questions. He has the unbounded 
confidence of the plain people, because he 
never deceives or coquettes with them. 
He has the confidence of business men be- 
cause of his eminent suceess. They know 
he will not do anvthing to strike down the 
interests or rights of those who pursue 
legitimate lines honestly.” 

“Suppose the Chicago Convention declares 
for the gold standard, what ¢hance would 
the party have in Missouri with a predom- 
inating silver sentiment?’ 

“In that event J trust the party will sup- 
port the nominees on the National ticket, 
nom.nate men for State offices who are a 
platform in themselves, relegate the money 
question to Congressional Districts Con- 
ventions, and to candidatés for the Legis- 
lature who will have, if elected, a yote 
for United States Senator. The campaign 
for State officers should, im -my opinion, 
be made on the record our party has made 
since it came into power, and which can’t 
be successfully assailed. The history of the 
Republican House last winter, ,if made 
known, is’ enough to defeat that party in 
Missouri, without referring to the jobbery 
and extravagance during the war up 
to the liberal movement, which 4id away 
with proscription and its concomitants.

“Nothing. He exnects to locate in St. 
Louis to practice law.. From what I learn 
of lawyers who have practiced with and 
against him no abler lawyer than he is en- 
rolled. He will find no trouble, in my opin- 
ion, to earn $25,000 a year as Soon as he 
hangs out his shingle in © ng city:

Senator J. M. Proctor of your county both 
signed the call for a/ meeting of sound 
money men next Saturday?’ 

“Yes: both are my personal friends and 
both very able men. I dislike to say it, but 
neither of them can cafty his township in 
favor of. the. gold ard. f will go fur- 
ther and say that the two combined can’t 
carry either Columbia or Bourbon Town- 
ships. I-will go still further and assert that 
all the gol@4 men in Boone sraety, gaveelt 
included, could mot carry a township in 
the county sif we were to make speeches in 
every sch Jerr ig ead in the township the 
least pronoun or free silver. 

“Tt don’t profess to be a popular or strong 
man in my county, yet I believe I am 
stronger. than any other gold bug in Boorna) 
County, and I wouldn’t undertake to earry 
a single ¥schoo! district. Our people are 
fairly intelligent, and would sit down on 
any. one who is reckless and bold enough 
to undertake to convert them from free gil- 
ver to a gold standard.”

After a squabble two changes were made 
in the Bighty-eighth precinct and Sheahan 
substituted the names of Ben Holly, 916 
North Thirteenth street, in place of Jim Sul- 
livan. Henry Werner, 1009 North Eleventh 
street, was substituted for John Heffernan. 
The list was passed on to the Ninety-third 
without further change and then something 
happened. 

Appel begged the coinmittee for fair play. 
and protested against its ignoring of affi- 
davits and well founded charges of crooked- 
ness against certain. judges and clerks.

These rays when reflected 
th h the glass of the tube produce the 
invisible X rays. 

The lecturer then. showed his own appa- 
ratus for producing the X rays and produc- 
ing shadowgraphs by them. It consisted of 
@ specially exhausted Edison bulb attached 
to an ordinary laboratory stand to which was 
also fisted a sensitized plate. The plate could 
de placed either under or at the side of the 
tube, but owing to the dimensions of the 
cathode rays the exposure for photographic 
purposes is over an hour in duration. 

The lecture closed with an exhibition by 
means of the stereopticon of shadowgraphs 
obtained by American experimenters with 


the Roentgen rays.

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HOW DEMOCRATS MAY WIN. 


Gov. Altgeld of Illinois Discusses the 
Political Outlook. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Feb. 28.—In an inter- 
view on the political situation, Gov. Altgeld 
said last evening that “‘there are more men 


in America to-day who hold the Democratic 
principles, and who are alarmed over the 
growing power and corrupting influence of 
concentrated wealth, who feel that our coun. 
try is getting. rotten at the core and is 
drifting toward destruction, than there ever 
were before; but many of them feel that our 
party no longer represerits Democratic prin- 
ciples, and they are therefore against us. 
And then there is a iarge body of mén who 
are discontented, because the times are 
hard and they want a wor sg be In 1864 a 
New Yorker was nominated: for President; 
in. 1868 a New Yorker was nominated; in 
1872 a New Yorker was nominated; in 1876 
it was again @’ New Yorker; in 1880 it was a 
man born in Pennsylvania, but at that 
time a New Yorker; in 1884 it was a New 
Yorker; in 1888 a New Yorker and in 1892 a 
New Yorker. 

“Now see what the Republicans did during 
that time—beginning in 1860 with an Iili- 
nois man; in 1868 and in 1872 an Illinois man; 
4#n 1876 an Ohio man; in 1880 an Ohio man; in 
in 1884 they went to Maine; in 1888 an India 
man and in 1892 an Indiana man, And when 
they went to Maine in 1884 it was not the 
work of a smal! crowd of scheming politi- 
clans, but they went there because at that 
time Mr. Blaine was the most prominent 
man in their party, and even then 
were defeated. 

“They have succeeded every time 
went West, except in 1892, and then 
were defeated by what was called the 
Kinley law.’ 

“If you remember, in 18%, it was Dan 
Manning. representing Wall street, and the 
agents of the Standard Oll Co, who con- 
trolied the Chicago convention and nom- 
inated Cleveland. In 1888 Manning was dead, 
but the same influences went to St. Louls 
and renominated Cleveland. In 1892 it was 
the same influence, led by Mr. Whitney, 
that dominated the Chicago convention and 
gave Cleveland .a third nomination. 

“At all of our conventions these infiu- 
ences dictated platforms which meant noth- 
ing, which were intended to deceive, which 
were to receive one construction in one lo- 
cality and another construction in another 
locality. In 1892 the convention rejected the 
platform which had been drawn by the 
Cleveland managers and adopted a positive 
declaration in favor of tariff reform, but 
when the election was over this was prac- 
tically disregarded. 

“So you see that for a third of a century a 
small band of political schemers in New 
York, who have not a drop of Democratic 
blood in their veins, whose sympathies are 
entirely with the great corporate interests, 
who have not even a cofiception of a Demo- 
cratic principle, but who treat the American 
republic as a foraging ground in which to 
amass vast fortunes, and who want to con- 
trol the American Government for that pur- 
pose, have constantly labo to use our 
party as a convenience. Of course, in carry- 
ing out their schemes, they have, from time 
to time, had the assistance of such Western 
men as were willing to overlook the inter- 
ests of the great West and even the entire 
country for the purpose of gaining a per- 
sonal advantage. It is true that the Repub- 
lican party has become a rich man's party, 
but fn being so it is true to its principles, 
while we are false to ours. 

“Then the present national administra- 
tion, although called Democratic and placed 
in power by the Democratic ty, has ruth- 
lessly trampled into the mud every cardinal 
principle of Democracy, and the great body 
of the American people are not only disgust- 
ed, but are alarmed, and are determined to 
have a change, and it is this disgust and de- 
termination, added to the discontent grow-* 
ing out of the hard times, which is creating 
the tidal wave that is running against our 
party; and the Republican party is being 
wafted toward victory, no because of any- 
thing it has done, but because the people 
have lost confidence in the men who assume 
to speak for Democracy and because the 
party in power always suffers when times 
are hard. 

“If the Democratic party will free itself 
from the grasp of these political birds of 
prey and will stand for those great princi- 
ples which run through the ages and upon 
which the greatness of this Republic rests; 
if it will nominate real Democrats for office 
and will make a declaration of principles 
which can be held up 2% the sun, ‘then it will 
be but a short time until it will again sweep 
the nang and guide the destinies of this 
country.’’

He has lived 
a retired life in St. Louis since 1882. 

The General was twice married, the second 
time in 189%. His only son, Col. Ellwood 
Miller, died in 188% Hé leaves two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. F, E. Conger of Cripple Creek, 
Colo., and Mrs. E: V..Toms, of vannah, 
Ga. He was commander of Eliwbdod Miller 
Post, G. A. R., and his wife was Treasurer 
of the Post’s Woman's Relief Corps.
